Chinatown can boast eight daillies and eleven Weeklies. 
Although the various factions in the community seem to 
need these many papers to represent thelr diverse ' opinions， 


realistically speaking, Chinatown will not be able to supPport ， 


all these papers. 

Somebody has to give. We regret that the China Post is the 
first among the dailies to announce Plans for closing.” 

With allithese dallles coming from abroad, we can under- 
stand why the Post would call it “unfair competition.” 下 or 
the established dallies in ,Hong Kong and Taiwan to branch 
out thelir operations into the U. S. ls no big task for them. 
Theyhave the capiltal as well as the technical know-how to do 
the job It would be difficult for the small local press to 
生 ght back. 

One of these small papers is East/West，We want our read- 
ers to know that the recent move of East/West?s office is 
necessitated since we were evicted by our new landlord who 
turned out to be none other than the Hong 必 ong-based daily 

_Sing Tao. 

Therefore, it would be insincere for us to Say that we are 
not affected by the competition of these forelign journals. 

However，we must remind ourselves and our fellow jour- 
nalists in the community that this ls a free country. Com- 
Petition, regardless of how vigorous or subtle; is an essential 
part of free enterprise。 IThe blame cannot be placed entirely 
on the forelign journals. So long as the community residents 
are home-sick for China and relish for Hong Kong，Peking，or 
Talipel-oriented reading materials，these papers will keep 
coming to fll the need. 

The recent newspaper boom in Chinatown reflects the 
stubborn nature of the Chinese who refuse to take root im 
America.

SAN FRANCISCO 一 China's 
overall industrial output increased 
13 per cent in 1974-75 over the 
previous year, and unemployment 
and inflation are non-existent，a 
British trade consultant stated 
February 22 in a speech sponsored 
by the US-China Peoples Friend- 
ship Association at Marina Junior 
High School. 

According to Roland Berger， 
the Chinese peoples political con- 
Sciousness and enthusiasm have 
played  a major part in the 
country s economic growth , 

“Since 1949，the communists 
have transformed a backward， 
war-torn ,country into the only 
Third World nation that can feed， 
house and clothe its people， 
Berger said. 


MECHANIZATION 


The Chinese are aiming for 
complete mechanization of agri- 
culture to be completed by 1980. 
This includes _ using tractors and 
rice transplanters，and carrying 
out water control，Ppest control 
and electrification projects，The 
goal is not only to_ industrialize 
China but also to build an 
independent economic system， 


Bergers own view is that the

When'the communists first took 
over，industry had only partially 
developed on the East Coast and 
in the Northeast, while the interior 
had no factories,. The Communists 
reorganized agriculture using pol- 
icies based on their own experi-

program during the first five 
years. 


、REVERSAL 


The Soviet model emphasized 
heavy industry over light industry 
and agriculture, In 1956 Mao Tse- 
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tung reversed this policy，stating 
that more attention to agriculture 
and light industry would，in the 
long run, lead to quicker devejlop- 
ment of heavy industry， 

“The key difference,” Berger 
said，“is that by emphasizing 
heavy industry，the Soviets Duts 
agriculture and consequently the 
peasants in the background.” 

The Chinese believe the Soviet 
approach runs counter to the 
“mass line,”Applying the mass 
line means people at the lowest 
levels _ discuss economic pojicy， 
Commune members take paft in 
deciding how to distribute goods 
between individuals, the collective 
and_ the state Commune "and 
factory workers discuss their own 
production plans for the next year， 


EVERY LEVEL 


“There ia Communist Party 
committee at every level to Per- 
suade people to follow (nationa]) 
Policies,，”Berger said， “也 ow 
closely they follow the states 
suggestions on distribution and 
production depends on the peop- 
le's political consciousness.” 

Berger, a member of the British 
Society for Anglo-Chinese Under- 
standing，has visited China 26 
times in the past twenty-two 
years，Recently he visited some 
interior parts of China where he 
studied the economic develop- 
ment of China's minorities. Berger 
will be giving four more Speeches 
in the Los Angeles area this

SAN FRANCISCO 一 "We are 
born with a brush in our hands, 
Says artist Homan Quen，as he 
explains that most Chinese are 
good craftsmen and have the 
capacity to _ create.- “But，SuccesS 
will only come through proper 
training and hard work,” he 
cautions， 

Quen，who is known as the 
-number one color  Dhoto- 
retoucher ”in the nation，inherits 
his painting skill from his mother， 
At the age of six，Quen found 让 
more enjoyable to design 
embroidery Patterns for his 
mother than playing with his 
friends in the fields. 

UNFULFILLING 

He came to San Francisco at the 
age of nine， After his father's 
death, some years later, he moved 
to the mid-West to join his uncle. 
There, he worked as a waiter and 
alaundryman. Young Quen found 
his job unfilfilling and decided to 
become an artist. 

With a seventh grade educa- 
tion，much artistic talent，plus a 
strong _ determination to learn， 
Quen was admitted to the Fine 
Arts Department of Washington 
University at St,， Louis，The next 
year, he won the Wayman Crow 


.Scholarship for art students，He 


won another scholarship，during 
his_ junior year，which enabled 
him to further study ip- 荆 ondomn 
and Paris， 

Quen experienced a -lot of 
discrimination in his job-seeking 
after graduation. He was turned 
down by many companies， 
probably not so much because he 
was a Chinese, but because he was 
inexperienced and had not made a 
name for himself in the field. 

After a stint with the Army 
during World War II when Quen 
first learned _ commercial art，he 
returned to San Erancisco to join 
his wife. She had just arrived from 
Canton. Since then，he has been 
working as a _ commercial artist 
and photo-retoucher. 

PATIENCE 

As an artist and a Photo- 
Ietoucher， Quen displays creative 
and adroit workmanship， 了 Photo- 
retouching，according to Quen， 
requires not only a dexterous 
hand，an artistic mind，but also 
imnmense Patience，Most Ameri- 
cans consider photo-retouching a 
difficult task because it requires So 
much concentration and time that 
they find it hard to master，SayS 
Quen. 

Although a commercial artist by 
trade，Quen loves fine art， His 
artistic style is a study ip 
contrasts 一 a_ commingling of the 
real_ and the abstract， He Paints 
with a VWestern motif,but there is 
a definite 下 astern influence in his 
WOIk.

Chinatown Journalism 一 Thirty Years Ago 


weekly originating in Los Angeles， 
became San Franciscos Chung Sai 
Daily，The weeklies were dis- 
banded and did not appear again 
until thirty years later when the 
Chinese Pacific Weekly was pub- 
Jished, A left-wing weekly run by 
Chang 了 en-tang was started ip 
1934 but lasted only a few years. 
When the Chinese Pacific 
Weekly was getting started, a New 
York publication，the Sino- 
American Weekly was widely 
circulated here，This influenced 


"the name we gave to ouUI paper. 


Since the Sino-American VWeekly 
wasanEast Coast publication，we 
chose the name,“Chinese Pacific 
Weekly” ”to distinguish us as a 
paper linking China and America 
across the Pacific. 


POPULAR 


Run ,by Wu Ching-fu，the 
Sino-American Weekly was quite 
popular during the Anti-Japanese 
War. It published a great deal of 
literature written by Chinese- 
Americans， Last year，Chang 


Hen-tang came from New York 
and talked with us about the 
period,he took over editorial. 
duties for the Sino-American,， This 
happened when Wu Ching-fu was 
hospitalized， Because a United 
Front policy had been adopted in 
order to fight the Japanese，the 
leftist articles written by Chang 
werIewell receivedbymostreaders， 
Later，Chang resigned due to 
dissatisfaction over Wu's bias in 
favor of .Chiang 天 ai-shek.，T 工 his 
was triggered by the incident in 
which Chiang's soldiers slaughter- 
ed_the New Fourth Army ,in 
Southern Anhwei Province, 

Since the Chinese Pacific Week- 
ly had always been devoted to 
covering the news, while the Sino- 
American Weekly followed a mag- 
azine format, there Was never any 
conflict between the two papers， 
The decrease in the' circulation of 
the Sino-American did not come 
from_ competition with the Chi- 
nese Pacific. That papers demise 
was related to the great number of 
magazines coming from Hong 
Kong and Taiwan, A general type 
of magazine published here w 记 
not be able to stand up to the 
competition from overseas publi- 
cations;， because of their cheaper 
labor costs. 


RECIONAL 


Without being able to foretell 
the future demise of the Sino- 
American，VWu proceeded to pub- 
lish the United Daily. Like many 
other publishers，he felt he could 
print a daily newspaper and 3 
magazine at the same time，He 
may have wanted the United 


Daily to _ become a regional 卫 ast 
Coast daily，and the Sino-Amer- 
ican to _ become an international 
magazine，Although his original 
plans were not Sound,， his United 
Daily'is still a rather respected

When we first started- the 
Chinese Pacific Weekly thirty 
years ag0，we were influenced by 
the same subjective thinking as 
other intellectuals，in confusing 
the selling of writing with the 
selling of hard news, Atthe time, 工 
felt，because I had done some 
writing for some other Chinatowz 
newspapers， 工 was pretty well 
known. Ithought people would 
buy newspapers just to read my 
writing. Theretfore，I_ started 
another newspaper, figuring that 
by simply placing my pen name 
next to a columr，subscriptions 
would pour in. Of course，after a 
few issues I realized how faulty 
my thinking had.been. 


Yet,， wehavenot always been So 
dependent on Subjectivity，In 
1946, none of Chinatown's dailies 
published on Sundays，the very 
day most people did miot work and 
therefore had time to read. The 
Chinese Pacific Weekly was pub- 
lished to fill this void, In short，we 
made the weekly into a Sunday 
paper, This is an example of one 
our more objective maneuvers， 口

“Anton Chekhov,”said director 
Norman Cohen， ”never saw the 
snows of Fujiyama，never sailed 
“the China Seas or tasted roast 
duck in the streets of Peking，yet 
he knew the people and the 
cultures of the East, He knew their 
passions，their foibles and their 
dreams as well as he knew the 
desires and frustrations of his 
fellow Russians. It is this quality， 
this understanding of the human 
condition that has brought the 
East West Players，the _ nation s

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HONG KONG YOUTHS FAVOR 
AMERICAN CLOTHES AND FOOD 


By FOLK KUHN 


HONG KONG 一 Hong 下 ong 
youths are fast being American- 
jized in their_ clothes and eating 
habits，Jeans and casual wear 训 
general as well as hamburgers 
have become very popular here, to 
the disdain of some city fathers， 

Girls with a taste for fashions 
invariably put on denim pants 
jabeled Levis， Wiangler， Tex- 
wood or Apple Jeans，In every 
part of the city such clothes have 
drawn the patronage of youth 
men and Women，especially high 
school students and youths relish- 
ing apride of being ip-to-da':e， 


CHEAPER 


These freak”attires are exactly 
the same as those woin by 
teenagers and others in the United 
States, The price of a jacket and 
pair of pants here is the equivalent 
of about US$25 to US$30，which 
might be a_ little cheaper than 
Statesidqe prices. The reason is that 


_these apparels are manufactured 


here on behalf of American impor- 
ters 'on their specifications and 
designs， 

An attendant at the American 
Fortnight，when American prod- 
ucts were exhibition here last year， 
said that all the casual clothes are 
made of fabrics from the United 
States，but “processed ”in Hong 
Kong.， Other commodities on ex- 
hibition were shipped here from 
America. 

The long summers and mild 
winters in Hong Kong have made 
让 possible for casual wear to be 
worn year around，Girls with 
good figures are especially fond of 
the tight-fitting pants with 旨 lared 
bottoms over Platform shoes. 
Young men match their denims 
with long hair. 、 

Such clothing would have been 
more popular had high school 
students been permitted to wear 
them to classes， Most schools， 
trying to imitate the public schools 
in Britain (eduivalent to Private 
schools in the U.S.) require all 
boys and girls to wear conven- 
tional uniforms to classes，The 
same requirement applies in ele- 
mentary Schools. Thus Hong Kong 
still sticks in some measure to life 
and manners of Victorian 了 ng- 
land. 


HAMBURCER 


While _ clothes make the man， 


munching hamburger sandwiches 
and hotdogs. Hence， hamburger 
stands are mushrooming i in differ- 


“deem sum ” 


ent parts of the city.They grow 
quickly, particularly in the dowa- 
town and financial districts for the 
benefit of white collar workers. 
They also sell French fries，fried 
chicken, fish sticks and beverages， 


There are Small tables to 
accommodate those preferring to 
eat at those stands, though a good 
Imany -of the snacks are “to go0.” 
Office Yorkers like to Patronize 
these eating joints becuase of the 
tasty food at inexpensive Prices. 下 
is _ Surprising that the customers 
show some genuine taste for this 
American quick and economical 
meal， though some office workers 
frequent the hamburger stands for 
its Droximity and economy. 


Cantonese retaurants in， the 
United States，Canada， 正 urope 
and Taiwan are doing their level 
best to turn out tasty“deem sum” 
(Cantonese Snacks) to capture a 
]arger cliental，Hong Kong's 
“deem sum” lead those elsewhere， 
and _ are thoroughly enjoyed -by 
overseas Chinese back from the 
United States and elsewhere. 


CIVE UP 


Nevertheless, youngsters give UP 
in favor of ham- 


burgers, french fries and hotdogs. 
The latter meal costs as low 
as 50 U.S, cents. 


McDonalds opened a stand at 
Causeway Bay some months ago 
and has been very well patronized 
at all hours, A_ second stand has 
just opened at Repulse Bay close to 
the swanky International School， 
which is modelled after an Ameri- 
can pIep school. It expects much 
business from the_ American as 
well as the Americanized students， 


The success of these eating 
Places is also remarkable in view 
of the well-known Chinese desire 
for native food. This is shown by 
the many sidewalk kitchens ser- 
ving indigenous dishes at Prices 
little less than those on menus in 
the best Cantonese restaurants， 
Many patrons eat there just 
because the cuisine is unsurprassed 
despite the dirty surroundings. 
Some customers go there in Rolls- 
Royces and Cadillacs， 

Yet the always-clean and ideally 
located hamburger stands have 
captured the imagination and ego 
of young Chinese trying to show
